— anxiety prévails all over the 
country as to the President’s condition. 
Yesterday was the most unfavorable day 
which he passed since the second day after 
the shooting. His stomach refused to per- 
form its functions, and nourishment had to 
be administered by injection. Vomiting and 
nausea occurred several times during the day. 
The patient’s pulse went at an alarming rate, 
rising atone time to 130. The physicians 
were evidently much alarmed, but refused 
to speak much. The Cabinet officers evinced 
the greatest anxiety. The streets at the 
Capital were thronged with eager, sorrowful 
crowds anxious to hear the latest news. 
There is no doubt at all, notwith- 
standing the improvement at midnight, 
that the President’s condition is alarming, 
and should his stomach refuse to perform 
its functions to-day the worst results are to 
be anticipated. The physicians are at their 
posts, and the patient is fighting bravely for 
his life, and he may pull through. 
He has plenty of nerve left, but 
has now to fight against a compli- 
cation which presents the gravest of 
difficulties. So long as it was a question of 


{ allaying the unfavorable symptoms caused 


by the failure of the wound to adequately 
discharge, the surgeons were equal to the 
emergency; but, now that the stomach re- 
fuses to exercise its natural functions, they 
are at a loss how to contend against this 
new and unexpected contingency, and do 
not deny that there is grave cause for 
anxiety. Dr. Bliss, who has been uniform- 
ly sanguine and hopeful, is quoted as 
saying last night that if the President’s 
stomach does not improve to-day he will die. 
It was not apprehended that death would 
ensue to-day in the event no improvement 
occurs, but it is evident from the expressions 
of the physicians that unless the stomach 
quickly recovers its tone the gravest results 
in the near future are apprehended. At 
midnight the President was resting quietly, 
his pulse had somewhat subsided, and he 
was free from nausea and vomiting, but 
there was reason to believe that these symp- 
toms would return if food should be admin- 
istered. Viewed in its most favorable light, 
the outlook was at last advices a sorrowful 
and gloomy one.

Under the circumstances the sentence was 
rather light. 


Mr. Wuire, the United States Ambassador 
to Germany, had an interview with Emperor 
William yesterday, presented his letters of 
recall, and made his farewell. He will pro- 
ceed to London immediately, and will remain 
there a short time before sailing for the 
United States. 


At the meeting of the Board of County 
Commissioners held yesterday, a resolution 
introduced by Commissioner Clark, provid- 
ing that the terms of office of all the Board 
employés, except janitors and watchmen, 
shall expire on the 3ist inst., was adopted by 
a vote of 10 to 3. 


Tut Division Superintendents of the Rail- 
way Mail Service met at Washington yester- 
day for the purpose of discussing and deter- 
mining on the question of providing some 
method of heating postal-cars in the winter 
so as not to endanger the burning of the 
same in case of accident to the train.

THE Quintard Iron-Works, of New York, 
through their representative, Mr. N. F. Palm- 
er, have informed Commissioner Waller 
that they would stand. by their bid of $147,500 
for the Bridgeport’ pumping engines. The 
contract will be concluded in a few days, 
and the work will be commenced about Sept. 
1, and will be completed about July 1, 1882. 


Tux moist weather in England during the 
past week has, according to the Mark Lane 
Express, interfered with harvest operations, 
and has to some extent damaged the grain 
crops. Thrashings, wherever they have 
taken place, have been disappointing on ac- 
count of thinness. The feeling of doubt 
and inistrust with regard to the harvest has 
somewhat excited the London markets.

RETURNS received at the Agricultural De- 
partment up to Aug. 1 show a falling off in 
the condition of the cotton crop as compared 
with July. The average condition in July 
was %, and in August 88. The condition is 
reported to be about 14 per cent under that 
of last year, and the plant is small, and there 
has been much shedding of bolls. Insect in- 
juries were not reported to any great extent. 

—— —— 

Reports received by the Department of 
Agriculture at Washington in regard to the 
condition of the spring-wheat, corn, and 
tobacco crops indicate that the falling off in 
the spring-wheat crop will not be as great as 
anticipated, that .the falling off in the corn 
crop in the Western States will be less. than 
expected, but that in the South the yield will 
be very poor. The tobacco crop will not 
yield as much as last year. 


Tur London Agricultural Gazette says 
that about 51 per cent of the acreage under 
wheat in England will yield an average, 41 
per cent of the acreage will yield less than 
an average, while 8 per cent will yield more 
than an average. Beans, peas, and green 
crops generally promise well. A Paris agri- 
cultural journal says that the wheat crop 
will be sensibly under the average, as well 
as barley, vats, maize, and rye. 


Senator Dawes has published a third 
letter on Civil-Service reform, in which he 
takes occasion to complain that the “ theo- 
retical” Civil-Service reformers have criti- 
cised him harshly and unjustly. He says 
they are too dogmatic and impatient. He 
holds that the President has power under 
the law as it stands to establish the com- 
petitive examination system as a test for fit- 
ness to office, and that all that is needed 
now is agetessive public opinion in 
favor of the system and courage and 
belief on the part of the Departments. 
He holds that the Pendleton bill is an excel- 
lent measure on the whole, but believes that 


tionality of the measure. The Constitution 


vests the power of appointmeent in the Pres- 
ident, the courts of law, and the heads of the 
Departments, and that power cannot be taken 
away from them by a Congressional law.

SEVERAL Irish Tory Peers have requested 
Lord Salisbury to withdraw his opposition 
to the passage of the Land bill. They urge 
that the rejection of the bill will be followed 
by an agitation in Ireland which will proba- 
bly deprive them of a very large percentage 
of their rents. The experience of the past 
two years is not lost on the Irish Peers evi- 
dently, although it does not seem to have 
had much effect on Lord Salisbury, who has 
advised his followers to stand by their 
amendments. 


Tue two principal barge lines plying be- 
tween St. Louis and New Orleans have been 
consolidgted under the name of the Missis- 
sippi Barge Line. The combined capital of 
the old lines was $1,800,000, and the carrying 


capacity of the barges was 3,750,000 bushels- 


of grain. The new company will have a 
capital of $3,000,000, and its nominal man- 
ager will be Henry C. Hoarstick. Jay Gould 
will control the company, however. At the 
rate Gould is going he will soon be able to 
say, and with some degree of truth, that he 
owns and controls St. Louis.

ox the 30th of July Secretary Blaine sent 
a message to Minister White at Berlin, in 


‘which, after recalling the services rendered 


by Baron Steuben in the Revolutionary War

Baron Steuben now residing in Germany, 
through the German Government, invitations 
to attend the Yorktown centennial celebra- 
tion in October. Secretary Blaine gracefully 
alludes to the part which Baron Steuben’s 
countrymen have playedin later days in de- 
fending the Republic and adding to its 
growth in wealth, prosperity, and intelli- 
gence. 


In his speech at Belleville a few evenings 
ago, Gambetta is reported to have said: “I 
hope to see the day when our several brethren 
will once more be united to France.” The 
North German Gazette, Bismarck’s organ, 


regards this as an unmistakable reference to. 


Alsace-Lorraine, and as indicating that M. 


Gambetta is anxious to be regarded by his | 


countrymen as one who has devoted his life 
to the task of effecting the realization of 
French projects of revenge on Germany, and 
the Gazette is doubtless right. The German 
journal says that, while it is desirous to foster 
friendly relations with France, it shall com- 
bat every attempt to represent that Alsace- 
Lorraine has not been permanently annexed 
to Germany.

Reports received at the Interior De part- 
ment yesterday leave little doubt that the 
muraer of Spotted-Tail by Crow-Dog was 
the result of a conspiracy. Black-Crow, one 
of the leading Indians, aspired to the posi- 
tion held by Spotted-Tail, and organized a 
conspiracy to put the latter out of the way. 
Crow-Dog was the chief instrument of this 
conspiracy. He has been arrested, and will 
be tried on the charge of murder and con- 
spiracy, and Black-Crow will be tried as an 
aceessory. The agent at Rosebud, Mr. Cook, 
recommends that no successor to Spotted- 
Tail be appointed, but that young Spotted- 
Tail be recognized as the Chief of the im- 
mediate followers of his father, and that 
in cases where it its necessary that the tribe 
be represented the Government choose some 
Chief distinguished for his loyalty to the 
United States Government.

YESTERDAY morning the laborers, fire- 
men, searchers, and foremen, to the number 
of 102, employed in the United States public 
stores at New York, where the work of re- 
ceiving and discharging imported goods 
which pass through the Appraiser’s Depart- 
ment is done, quit work. The men have 
been hitherto employed directly by the Unit- 
ed States Government, and have been re- 
ceiving $2 and $2.50 per day. Recently the 


| Government determined ‘to have the work 


done by contract, so that a saving might be 
effected. The contract price was $43,000, 
while it cost the Government under the 
old system $63,000. The men sought 
to have the contract set aside, but 
failed. They then quit work, causing 
great inconvenience to the merchants, cart- 
ers, eic., of New York, who could not get 


goods out of the Appraiser’s Department. 


The Custom-House officers telegraphed to 
Washington for instructions. The result 
was that the men were offered the old wages, 
but still refused to work unless the contract 
was abrogated. 


AT a meeting of the Committee of the Fed- 
eration of Liberal Associations held in Lon- 
don yesterday,~and which was very largely 
attended, resolutions were adopted declaring 


that the Lords had mutilated the Irish Land 


bill by their amendments, urging the Govern- 
ment to reject the amendments, and to resist 
dictation by a class majority. It was held 
that the action of the Lords would compel 
the country to consider the possibilitye of 
maintaining a system which enables an irre- 
sponsible Chamber to defeat the will of 
the people. Sir Wilfrid Lawson, Jesse 
Collings, Prof. Firth, Mr. Monk, 
and Mr. Barran were among the 
members of Parliament who attended. 
Mr. Gladstone was yesterday in receipt of 
hundreds of messages from Liberal Ciubs 
and Associations urging the Government of 
which he is the leader to make no conces- 
sions to the Lords. As he was about enter- 
ing the House of Commons last night he was 
cheered by a large crowd which had assem- 
bled before the House, and on entering was 
heartily cheered by the Liberal members of 
Parliament. 


Tun House of Commons began the con- 
sideration of the Irish Land bill as re- 
amended by the Lords last night. Mr. Dill- 
wyn, Mr. Grant, and other Liberals declared 
at the outset that if the Government made 
any material concessions to the Lords they 
would oppose them, and Mr. Gladstone 
stated that he was not surprised at these ex- 
pressions. Several verbal amendments by 
the Lerds were then agreed to. The Gov- 
ernment agreed also to the elimination of the 
so-called Parnell clause, which provided that 
a tenant’s interest shall not be sold for debt 
pending an application for the fixing of a 
judicial rent, and also to the amend- 
ment by the Lords giving the landlords 
a right to apply to the courts for 
fixing a judicial rent, and one other 
important amendment. The bill was 
then sent back to the Lords, who will prob- 
ably pass it. They will pretend to regard 
the concessions made by the Commons as 
important, and will not seek to prolonga 
struggle which promises to be disastrous for 
them.

A DISAPPOINTING BULLETIN. *

WasurnerTon, D. C., Aug. 15—4 p. m.—The 
morning bulletin was very disappointing. 
It looked as if the patient’s stomach was un- 
able to do its work properly. If so, the 
situation of course was very serious. To 
counteract the drain from the wound, the 
patient must be able to take and assimilate 
nourishing food. That the physicians have 


given the President all the stimulating 7 oh 


he could bear is well known. It may 
that they have. in this desire, overestimated 
the ability of the patient to digest. The 
horrible nightmare which the President had 
early Sunday morning indicated that he 
suffers from indigestion. Heawoke in terror 
from a dream that the doctors were dis- 
secting him, and he was completely un- 
nerved by the frightful vision. 

HE WAS UNABLE TO SLEEP 
with any comfort afterwards, and was in an 
unfavorable condition all Sunday. The 
fever went down slightly at midday, but re- 
turned in full force at night. At 10 o’clock 
last night he was reported officially“ to be 
doing well, resting fairly, without much 
fever. At that moment he was vomiting 
violently and in great distress. Mrs. Edson 
and Dr. Boynton, who usually alternate in 
their nightly watching, were both on duty 
last night, and his condition was extremely 
unfavorable. It is said by some who should 
know that the disturbed condition of the 
stomach is largely due to the free use of 
brandy. The President has himself protested 
against this, as the liquor is very distasteful 
to him, but the physicians think it necessary 
to administer it In order to maintain his 
strength.

he then struck Early a giancing blow on the 
head, and while attempting to strike bim a sec- 
ond time Early drew a pistol and tired. a

SPOTTED-TAIL. 
ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS OF HIS DEATH. 
Wasarneton, D. C., Aug. 15.—The fol- 
lowthg report, containing additional details 
of the killing of Spotted-Tail, together with 
important suggestions proposing a change in 
the local Indian government, was received at 
the Interior Department to-day: 


ROSEBUD AGENCY. 

Str: Istated in my letter of — oe 4 that 
the murder of Spotted-Tail by Crow-Dog and 
an accomplice named Biack-Crow, both head 
men of the Brule Sioux, was the result of a long 
standing feud. While this is partially true, new 
evidence has been develo which throws a dif- 
ferent light upon the affair. It seems to have 
been the object of a long and well matured plan 
to rid themselves of Spotted-Tail. The conspir- 
ators were few but of a desperate charater, who 
had fully made up their minds, if the Chief 
would not resign, they would kill him, The 
ringleader was Black-Crow, who now makes no 
secret of his intentions. His ambition was to 
hold Spotted-Tail's posidon, and, if it could not 
be accomplished by fair means, they did not 
scruple to use the most foul and cowardly 
means. Upon ascertaining these facts, I had 
Black-Crow arrested as aecessory to the mur- 
der, and sent him to bear Crow-Dog company. 
With their leader gone

will rapidly 922 and no longer exist as an 
organization. Io connection with the subject of 
Head Chief over the people, I beg leave to offer 
the following suggestions, which I trust will re- 
ceive your early consideration: The tion of 
Head Chief is a hindrance to civilization. The 
main object of this 8 is to centralize all 
power in himself. To do this he must strive to 
continue tribal relations. To prevent his people 
scattering over the rescrvation for the purpose 
of taking up atlotments of land, he must gather 
them in villages, where they can keep alive their 
arous customs, dances, etc. In short, to re- 
tain his hold as Chief over the nation, he must 
act in opposition to the measures adopted by 
the Government for the ultimate civiliza- 
tion of the Indians. The minor Chiefs 
are already squabbling for the office, but I have 
informed them that the appointment and rec- 
ognition of so important a position must come 
froni the office of Indian Affairs. I have, there- 
fore,to recommend that nosuccessor to Spotted- 
Tail be appointed; that his son, 
YOUNG SPOTTED-TAIL, 
be recognized as Chief of his own band: and 
that at any time a representative of the tribe 
shall be desired at Washington for cuonferriug 
upon the interests of this people, ne shall 
chosen with special reference to his intelligence 
and loyalty to the Government. Of tuts the 
agent would be the best jutige. If the office of 
Indian Affairs would direct this it will forever 
preclude the possibility of such an occurrence as 
that of yesterday. Being of opinion that this is 
necessary, it should be represented at the 
coming conference with the Honorable 
of the Interior. I appointed 
Chief 0 the Loafer 
Sioux to take Spotted-Tail’s place in the dele- 
pecs. He is a man of barely ordinary ability, 
ut of unquestioned loyalty, and was on 
available person to be found at the time. I 
trust my action in the matter will receive your 
approval. I bave toadd that the prompt action 
in arresting the murderer of Spotted-Tail has 
bad a most soothing effect upon the people at 
large. All excitement is allayed, and at present 
one would not imagine we bad just passed 
through a crisis during which some rash Indian 
or white might easily have turned a peaceful 
ending into a terribie tragedy. As it is we have 
every reasun to be thankful. Monday orders 
will be given to 200 freighters to proceed to the 
landing vf supplies, as I deem it the better plan 
to keep the young men busily e ye

THE COTTON EXPOSITION. 


A Significant Letter from Mr. Edward 
Atkinson to the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture— The Needs of the South and 
Its Opportunities. 

Boston, Aug. 10.—The Hon. George B. Loring, 
Commissioner of Agricuiture—My DEAR Sin: 
Having induced the people of Atlanta to under- 
take the Cotton Exposition, which has now de- 
veloped into an exposition of all industries, I 
feel a great sense Of responsibility in regard 
thereto, and desire to do all that lies in my 
power to make the exhibition a success. Its 
first purpose was to bring into common knowi- 
edge and use the various machines and tools for 
the cultivation and preparation of cotton 
prior to its being sold or spun. The 
preparation of cotton in the gin and press 
constitutes the most important department 
of manufacturing, but it is of necessity carried 
on either by the farmer, planter, or by persons 
whose establishments serve the purpose of a 
small neighborhood; these processes, therefore, 
constitute a part of what belongs to the depart- 
ment of agriculture rather than of manufactur- 
ing. Within the past few years many crude de- 
vices and some perfected machines have been 
applied to the cleaning of cotton before it is 
ginned, and this is the true method. 

HOW THE SOUTH MAY FEED ITS SHEEP. 

The treatment and use of cotton-seed also 
constitute a very vital department in agricult- 
ure. The wastb of the seed, as is well known to 
you, has been in the past the great waste of the 
South. Tne seed has now become a valuabie 
article of merchandise, but is generally removed 
from the soil and its products are mainly sold 
abroad. One hundred and twenty thousand 
tons of cotton-seed meal and cake, annually 
shipped to Great Britain, work a terrible ex- 
hausnou of Southern soil, This meal, which is 
fed very largely to English sheep, ought every 
pound of it to be fed to sheep on the cotton 
lands. In this manner the soil would not only 
be maintained in its fertility, but the crop of 
cotton might be doubled and the wool clip added

‘The trouble seems to 
be in the suddenness of these advances, due 
to the universal tendency to discount the 
future on the basis of a short American crop 
and the prospect of a good foreign demand, 
rather than in the advance itself. In other 
words, speculation is altogether too rife, and 
may result in a reaction equally sudden, even 
though the future prices may warrant the 
present confidence in the rise. It is idle to 
advise the Board of Trade operators to “go 
slow,“ for that is not their way of doing, but 
the outsiders should be wary of a market 
that makes erratic leaps which sometimes 
result in a fall. 
LT ET 
MILLIONS upon millions of dollars have 
been expendei upon the Ohio River during 
the past sixty or seventy years, and yet the 
cry is always for more, with very little im- 
provement in the navigation. The estimate 
of the Government engineer for the expend- 
itures of the year 1881-82 is nearly $900,000 
for the usual dredging, and snagging, and 
damming. Of course, the process of money- 
spending will go on so long as the people 
submit to the annual River and Harbor steal 
in Congress, but it will be of little avail. The 
bed of the Ohio River is a long succession of 
pools and bars. When the bars are scraped 
of the pools fill up, so navigation is 
as effectually impeded by this  proc- 
ess as by letting the river alone. When 
there is water enough, there is gencrally a 
torrent, and when there isn’t a torrent the 
river can usually be waded at any point. 
Locks and dains are not feasible, because the 
rush of water from the high lands at certain 
seasons, carried in torrents through thou- 
sands of ravines, would wash them away. 
In the winter-time the river freezes over. 
The consequence is, that there is only a brief 
se bh every year when the river is open 
fe for navigation, and this period 
would probably be as long if not a dollar 
were expended on improvements which are 
constantly disappearing as it will be if the 
Government shall continue to throw away a 
willion dollars a year for the benefit of con- 
tractors. 
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Apropos of the report of the Pope’s com- 
ing West to grow up with the country, Chi- 
cago, above all other points, is the place for 
him to plant his stake, start his new Vati- 
can, and invest his Peter's pence in rapidly 
rising acre property. Itis nonsense to talk 
of his setiling in St. Louis. The opportuni- 
ties for growing up with the country or with 
anything else in St. Louis are calculated to 
make any person outside of that town smile. 
To grow up witha country one must be in a 
growing place, not in one that retrogrades 
and annually takes the ghastly census of its 
cemeteries to swell its directory, apparently 
having the idea that a person, though planted 
six feet under ground, still has a residence 
in the city, though he may not vote or pay 
taxes. Where grass grows in the daily 
walks of men there is no growth. 
Where rails rust, and wheels creak, and walls 
crack, there is no growth. Where people 
walk, and talk, and work, and play as their 
forefathers did, there is no growth. To grow 
up with the country, he must come to a 
growing place, where the pulses bound 
quickly, the muscles are always tense, hands 


and feet in a hurry, the air resounding with 


the clang of labor and the rush and roar of 
trade, and man, and beast, and all material 
things are continually stretching out for 
more room. Plant a man in such a place, 
and he grows and expands with everything 
about him to full stature. Planted here, the 
Pope would have a spiritual throne more en- 
terprising, and aggressive, and powerful for 
good than the throne of any of his predeces- 
sors since Peter, and his Peter’s pence, in- 
vested in our corner lots and suburban 
towns, would grow beyond all calculation.

HARTMANN AND THE COMMUNISTS. 

The Communists hanging about the cities 
of this country are apparently prepared to 
make Hartmann’s cause their own. They 
claim the protection of the American Govy- 
ernment for this common murderer. At a 
Communist meeting heid in New York Sat- 
urday evening a series of resolutions were 
adopted condoning Hartmann's self-con-

The Communists in the United 
States who sympathize with the Hartmann 
theories. of war will never become formida- 
ble in a country that can afford to permit 
them to rave and bellowas loudly as they 
please, but will make quick work of them 
when they go beyond grimace and noise. 

The successful struggle of the American 
people for independence from foreign rule 
has never before been so outrageously vilified 
as by comparing the heroes of that time with 
the Hartmann assasins of to-day. No Tory 
ehronicler of the Revolutionary period nor 
any British prejudice since that time has 
ever put such an insult upon the authors and 
promoters of American freedom. This ex- 
cess of slander remained for one of 
those vile wretches who have sought a 
refuge among our free institutions only to 
abuse their hospitality. The American Rev- 
olution was the united and spontaneous 
effort of the entire mass of the people of the 
thirteen Colonies which revolted against for- 
eign rule. Among all the three millions of 
people there were probably less than 8 per 
cent who were in active sympathy with the 
British Tories. A war of independence was 
declared ag a last resort against systematic 
oppression and disregard of American 
rights, and the most formal notice was served 
upon the British Government. Delegates 
from ali the Colonies, duly appointed and 
commissioned by their constituents, assem- 
bled in the then largest city in the Colonies, 
and there declared National independence. 
There were no gunpowder plots, no attempts 
to assasinate the agents of the Crown, no re- 
sort to the secret, banditti style of warfare. 
To place such patriots upon the level of 
heartless wretches who conspire to slaugh- 
ter innocent men, women, and children by 
undermining and blowing up a railroad train 
in the bare hope that they may thereby reach 
the object of their hatred is an insult to In- 
telligence as well as decency.

Mean- 
while, however, the dynamite fiend who 
plots to destroy human life without intelli- 
gent purpose has no more claim to consider- 
ation or protection in this country than he 
has upon humanity in any other part of the 
globe. Hartmann is just such a creature. and 
makes public boast of a devilish achievement 
in which he slaughtered a number of fellow- 
beings, without the possibility of changing 
the political condition of Russia except for 
the worst, and without harming a single hair 
of a single person responsible for the Russian 
system. Itis improbable that the Russian 
Government will make any demand for the 
surrender of such a wretch, but it is an 
honor to the American people that public 
sentiment is so pronounced in this country 
that he does not believe the United States to 
be a safe asylum for a professional assasin.

ARTESIAN WELLS IN GEORGIA. 

Among all the modern achievements of 
science and exploration but few have been of 
more service to humanity than the artesian 
well. This well takes its name from Artois, 
a town in France, where the first of the kind 
was sunk. The theory upon which the ex- 
periment was made was to strike the subter- 
ranean streams which flow at a great depth 
from the mountain springs, and which will 
rise to their origina! level when afforded an 
escape. Once attended with success, similar 
efforts were made in all sections where there 
was a lack of good surface-water. To such 
efforts we owe the development of the vast 
petroleum deposits and the salt-springs in 
Pennsylvania. New York, Michigan, Ohio, 
and other parts of this continent. ‘The arte- 
sian well has likewise produced mineral 
waters of great value to health, and has 
coòperated with important agricultural and 
manufacturing enterprises. It has made sec- 
tions of the country habitable which would 
otherwise have been barren wastes, and is 
to-day an indispensable factor in the health 
and progress of many communities. 

The latest notable service of the artesian 
well is reported from Southern Georgia, and 
promises to convert the sickly but fertile 
lowlands of that State into a healthy coun- 
try. A full account of its mission is de- 
scribed in another column. The southwest- 
ern portion of Georgia, including 14,000 
square miles, or about one-fourth of the en- 
tire territory of the State, has a foundation 
of rotten limestone. It was formerly the 
bed of the ocean, which receded as the land 
rose, and the shells, weeds, the dead mon- 
sters of the deep,” and other débris collected 
in a great mass over the shallows in front of 
the granit mountains which formerly there 
bounded the sea. The consequence was that 
this region became a vast deposig of decayed 
vegetable and animal matter and fossil lime- 
stone. They furnished a rich substratum 
for cultivation, but at the same time half- 
poisoned the streams that percolated through 
this material. The region has always been 
unhealthy. The mortality among the peo- 

ple, black and white, of Southern Georgia is 
large, and those who survive the unfavora- 
ble conditions are weak and sickly on acco account 
of the malarial influences. But the north- 
ern and middle portions of the State 
have granit mountains which contribute 
abundant water to the depths underlying the 
rotten limestone foundation of the lowlands, 
and a Mr. Fort, of Macon, has persisted in the 


artesian process until he has struck one of

The surprise to the Northern tal in den- 
ing this account af Georgia’s good fortune is, 
that artesian wells have not been bored earlier. 
It is true that some feeble attempts were 
made, but they were @#andoned as hope- 
less long before there had been a fair test. 
The weill sunk by Mr. Fort is only 530 
feet deep, and the more energetic people 
of the North in search of deep streams think 
nothing of going four times that depth. It 
was found that the auger passed through 
about 150 feet ot the rotten limestone torma- 
tion; then encountered large streams through 
several hundred feet more of sand, dirt, shells, 
etc. ; then struck a bed of mar! 120 feet deep, 
and finally the sand rock in which the stream 
of pure water was found, which has its rise 
in the mountains in the northern part of the 
State, and comes gushing out through the 
artesian tube as cool and grateful as at its 
spring, The failure to reach this water in 
former attempts is attributed to defects in 
the tubing that has been used, and there is 
every reason to believe that equally success- 
ful artesian wells may now be sunk in all 
the limestone region of the State.

WEATHER PREDICTIONS. 

An attempt has recently been made, appar- 
ently from inside the Weather Bureau at 
Washington, to explain the reason for the 
failures of that Bureau to predict the weather 
of 1881. The writer of the article in ques- 
tion states that the area of high barometer 
does not always move out ot the way of the 
“area of low darometer so rapidly as is ex- 
pected. The areas of “low ” have persisted, 
too, in moving where well regulated low 
areas seldom go. During the month of June 
the course of a majority of them was “from 
the northwest, passing east on a line grad- 
ually working to the southward, even going 
as far south as Cape Hatteras, and then along 
the coast to the northern section of the coun- 
try. Occasionally one or two would keep on 
a high line; when they did so it was warm.” 

No particular reason is given why storm- 
centres should move in this way rather 
than in the orthodox fashion, the latter being 
that which is conformable to the experience 
of former years, It is intimated, however, 
to be impossible to locate the development of 
a “low,” and absurd to prophesy that storms 
and tornadoes will positively occur. In spite 
of all this, hqwever, it is claimed that better 
and more advanced weather indications 
could be given to the country if more stations 
were established, especially in the West. 

This information is ali well enough in its 
way,—though it does not amount to much,— 
but the reai object of the paper seems to be 
to discredit the weather prophets” who 
are unfortunate enough to be outside the of- 
ficial Bureau, and work without salary. The 
‘** prophet system is described as impracti- 
eal, unscientific, and worthless, and mere 
boy’s play as compared with the present 
knowledge of the Weather Bureau. Of 
course it will be immeasurably inferior to 
the Bureau knowledge of the future, when a 
few score more stations shall have been 
established, and a few more hundreds of 
thousands of dollars expended in indicating 
that light local rains may be expected, and 
claiming that the indications are verified by 
the most pronounced storms of the season. 


The City Exquisit vs. Comanche Bill. 

It has long been a debatable question 
whether the stalwart, bronzed frontiersman or 
the perfumed exquisit of the city is most dis- 
tioguished for gailantry. The one dresses in 
buckskin, bis delt bristles with revolvers, and he 
scours the prairies on horseback, bis long hair 
streaming in tho wind; the other decks his per- 
son in the most delicate wool fabrics and the 
finest linen, studded with costly gems, cuts his 
hair short, parts it in the middle, and prome- 
nades the fashionable street, indolently twirling 
an infinitesimal ‘‘etick in his kid-gioved fingers. 
The voice of the frontiersman is hearty and res- 
onant like the roar of the cataract: the voice of 
the city dandy is like the sighing of the wind in 
a forest of pines. The frontiersman loves Nat- 
ure; he is awed by the gloomy grandeur of the 
mountain peak and subdued to a rude comtem- 
plative mood by the twitter of birds and the hum 
of insects at the twiligut hour in the peaceful 
valley. But the city exquisit is a devotee of 
art: he criticises the different styles of archi- 
tecture, adjusts bis eyeglass and gazes en- 
raptured at statues and pictures, dotes on 
water-colurs, and rises to a state of uncontrulla- 


ble enthusiasm as he surveys a triumph of mil- | 


linery art in the form of a spring hat composed 
of silk, lace, and violets. The frontiersman dines 
of a buffalo steak, washes it down with fre- 
water,“ and smokes a black pipe. The city dandy 
is an epicure: he sips a spoonful of transparent 
soup, indulges ina fillet of beef smothered in 
mushrooms, tastes a salad, eats the wing of a 
quail, triſles with an ice, consumes the pulp of a 
peach, drinks several kinds of wine, takes a 
thimbleful of coffee with a drop of French 
brandy, and smokes a Villar cigar. 

The superficial observer may well adjudge 
the case here presented in favor of the city 
dandy. But in questions of esthetics there are 
nice shades of difference, and the weight of a 
hair may sometimes incline the scale. The 
frontiersman never surrenders, and the ad- 
herents of his claim to the palm in gallavtry 
have attained something of his pugnacity,— 
something of his obstinate persistency of char- 
acter. 

The Kansas City Times long ago espoused the 
cause of the frontiersman as opposed to the city 
dandy in the matter of the respective claim of 
each tothe palm of gallantry, and that enter- 
prising journal never loses an opportunity to 
take the aggressive in the contest. In the story 
of * Comanche Bill” and his late exhibition of 
gallantry at Wichita, the Times throws down 
the glove, so to speak, in the very face of all 
the dandies in Christendom. Says the Times: 
„Bill was dressed in a complete suit of buck- 
skin, and had a gang of honest rangers atis 
back. Ashe rodeinto town he saw a counter- 
jumper insult a little girl.“ From this point 


the Times permits. Comanche Bill” to tell his 


own story in the follawing graphic language: 

* She was a poor gif,” says Bill, “and plainly 
clad in an oid 5 aren but I wan't gvoing to see 
her insulted by any * counter hopper un- 
der my mountain-eyes.

true. Accord to this journal, 119 women and 
giris empioyed in a large turnip farm in the 
district of Putinol, in the Government of Koursk 
(Southern Russia), were much dissatisfied ween 
the bread supplied by the farm-steward, alieg- 
ing that it was untit for food, and threatening to 
leave off work. After their dinner they ail 
withdrew to a barn to rest during the hottest 
period of the afternoon. The steward locked 
them in and went away; soon after four farm- 
jaborers came and set fire to the barn. The fire 
spread rapidly through the building, which was 
like tinder, and soon the whole barn was in 
flames. The shrieks of the unfortunate prison- 
ers soon brought some people to the spot. They 
could not belp them because doors opened 
inwards, and already the mass of frantic women 
so jammed the doors trom within as to make 
any effort to open them fruitiess. Five women 
were taken out alive, but so fearfully burnt 
that they died almost immediately. All the re- 
maining 114 perished on the spot. Oneof the 
incendiaries went off and drowned himself 
straight away; the other three are in prisun.

GLADSTONE ASSENTED TO THE AMENDMENT 
of the Lords authorizing the Land Court, if it

He also assented to 
several merely verbal amendments, and then 


moved to agree to the amendments of the 
House of Lords, giving the landlord access to 
the Land Court when he failed to conie to an 
agreement with the tenant.

THE LAST AMENDMENT 
of the House of Lords, striking out the pro- 
vision for staying proceedings for debt, was 
adopted—196 to 70—after severe remarks on 
the part of the Parnellites against the Gov- 
ernment. 

A committee was then appointed to draw 
up reasons for the action of the House. 

SUSTAINING THE COMMONS. 

A meeting of the Committee of Federation 
of the Liberal Association to-day in refer- 
ence to the action of the House of Lords on 
the Land bill was very numerously attended. 
Sir Wilfred Lawson, and Monk, Collings, 
Firth, and Banan, members of Parliament, 
were present. Resolutions were passed

In the vast majority 
of districts Government candidates have, as 
usual, been appointed. Close on their heels 
come the followers of Castellar.

THE GRAIN TRADE. 
REVIEW OF THE WEEK. 

Lonpon, Aug. 15.—The Mark Lane Er- 
press, in its review of the grain trade the 
past week, says: 

Rains have everywhere delayed the har- 
vest. Where crops were still standing, ripen- 
ing was changed, and mildew, which had 
generally appeared, was thereby increased. 
Early crops, however, are free from mildew, 
and are the cleanest since 1868. The first 
thrashing results were dfsappointing on ac- 
count of thinness. The feeling of doubt and 
mistrust as to the harvest has given to trade 
a tone of excited expression. Samples of 
native wheat have been growing scarce, the 
supply in London last week having been 
only 866 quarters, and rates advanced two to 
three shillings per quarter. With early and 
large deliveries of the new crop a glut was 
expected at this time, but a change in the 
weather, stopping thrashing from the fields 
and altering the condition of the grain, has 
prevented a glut during August. 

THE FOREIGN TRADE 

off coast stands altogether in favor of set- 
tiers.

The supply has 
been moderate. Off coast the supply was 
twenty-one cargoes, of which fourteen were 
sold.

MICHIGAN AVENUE. 

The work on the Michigan avenue boulevard 
is being pushed rapidly towards compietion, and 
the outlook now is that with favorable weather 
prevailing the improvements accomplished by 
tall will take in the avenue from Park row to 
Thirty-first street. The grading has been done 
as far south as Twenty-fourth street, and the 
building of the roadway is steadily progressing. 
This work is being very carefully and thorough- 
ly done. Previous to laying the material each 
block is puddled—pumped full of water—for 
half a day, after which itis rolled level. Then 
there is placed upon the streeta first layer of 
six inches of broken stone, or slag, fol- 
lowed by six inches of finer’ stone, 
the whole being topped with six inches of 
Joliet gravel,each ot the layers being rolled 
firm after it is placed in position. The tirst 
layer of stone has been aiready placed on the 
avenue from Park row to 400 feet south of 
Fourteenth street, and the huge eleven-ton 
roller is engaged all day long running up and 
down this stretch. The block from Park row 
to Twelfth street is finished, as far asthe road- 
way is concerned, and presents a very fine ap- 
1— The work of laying the granit gutter 
s keeping well up. about 1,000 feet being al- 
ready in position. The street-crossing at Twelfth 
street is nearly finished, though the non-arrival 
ot the smooth, broad slabs of zranit for the foot- 
way on thec bas somewhat delayed this 
portion of the work. 

The tlagging has been laid as far down as 
Twenty-tirat street, and the sandstone flags are 
now being put down between Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth streets. The work of removing 
the old ties and raising new ones—the avenue is 
to be lined with elms— and of sodding the piaut- 
ing spaves between the flagging and the road- 
way will be done in the fail, at which time prop- 
erty-boiders who desire to do 80 can remove 
such of the present shade trees as are worth the 
trouble to their gardens, The elms to be plant- 
ed are to be of good size, no one being given a 
place which is less than eight inches in diame- 
ter. 

Being now in the transition state, the avenue, 
of course, does not present a very tempting ap- 
pearance. Many trees have been removed aito- 
gether, leaving unsightly gaps iu the stretch of 
foliage, and the haif-tinisned roadway is not a 
sight pleasant to the eye. However, if an imag- 
inative person will stand on the flagging be- 
tween Park row and Twelfth street, where the 
roadway is completed, and will mentally clothe 
the planting spaces with verdure, raise hand- 
some elm trees above them, and people the road 
with spanking teams, moving gayly up and down, 
he will be able toforma very fair opinion of 
what an enjoyable place the avenue is going to 
be when the work, now be sv energetically 
pushed forward, is completed.

WEST WASHINGTON STREET. 

A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday took a walk 
along Washington-street boulevard, from Hal- 
sted street to Union Park, for the purpose of 
seeing and learning the progress made in the 
improvement of the boulevard. The wooden 
pavement has been all taken up to Union Park, 
and the grading has been done to Robey street. 
The curbing has been set from Haisted to Etiza- 
beth street, and west of the park from Ashland 
avenue to Page street. The biock from Halsted 
to Green street bas been laid with limestone six 
inches in depth. is will be wet, and rolled 
with a steam rolle. Then another six inches of 
the same material will be put on. This will be cov- 
ered with granit six inches deep. The limestone 
ranges in size from three inches down and the 
granit one and a halt inches. The limestone 
comes from the Blackstone ggg” 4 coruer of 
Grand avenue and Onio stréet. © granit is 
brought bere from Waterloo, Wis.. and 
is pronounced by the State Geologist of Wiscon- 
sin the best stone for road purposes in the West. 
It is a species of quartzite, and will, it is said, 
stand an immense amount of wear. 

The sidewalks will be eight fect wide from the 
lot line, and thence eight feetto the curb will 
be devoted to grass piats. A fewof the resi- 
dents on the street are putting down their own 
sidewalks in conformity with the ordinance, and 
will be entitled to a rebate of 70 per cent on the 
outlay. 

Mr. Andrew Jaicks, the contractor for the 
whole work from Halsted to Rockwell streets, 
says the improvements are being pushed as rap- 
idly as possible. A force of about sixty men and 
twenty teams are constantly employed. and 
more will be put on when y can be made 
available. The stone is now hauled from the 
further end of the boulevard, and each day de- 
creases the distance to be traveled by the teams, 
so that re rapid progress will soon be made. 
The confractor expects to have the boulevard 
finished before the frost sets in. 

Some of the old lamp-posts along the street 
have n reset 100 feet apart,—the distance 
mentioned in the ordinance. In most cases 
they have been moved a few feet from the in- 
tersecting streets. It will be remembe that 
Commissioner Waller objected to such removal 
by the South Park Commissioners in the im- 
provement of Michigan avenue boulevard. 

The West Side Gas Company have put in double 
mains, one on each side of the street, thus doub- 

ing the capacity for lighting the street and tur- 
nishing the residences witu gas. 

A new eight-inch water-main has been laid 
the entire distance, to replace the old four-inch 
main, so that there will be no lack of water on 
the boulevard. 

A large number of trees will be set out in the 
fall. The contract calls for eim trees, not less 
than eigut inches in diameter, to be placed forty 
feet apart. The trees at present on the street 
will probably not be disturbed. 

The boulevard at present is practically closed 
for travel from Haisted to Robey street. In a 
short time, or as soon as the work is completed 
any considerable distanve, the boulevard will be 
used by those whose business or pleasure may 
take them in that - neighborhood. When sleigh- 
ing time comes there will be no more popular 
drive in the city than Washington street boule-

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STATE STREET. 

For some time past the Chicago City Railway 
has been struggling with a problem upon the 
solution of which depended, in a marked degree, 
the rapidity with which their great work,—the 
laying ot the cable line along State street,—was 
to be accomplished. It must be understood, in 
the first place, that the system of iron yokes, 
along which the cable is to run after being laid 
in the street between the car-rails, have to be 
thoroughly imbedded in concrete. For the 
preparation of the concrete what are known 
as mixers are employed. These are patent 
contrivances into which the stones and cement 
of which the concrete is formed are dumped, 
where, by the action of rotary paddles, they are 
thoroughly mixed together, while water is al- 
lowed to play upon them and form a properly 
moist and cohesive mass. The trouble with the 
mixers was that, while une of them worked fast 
enough to prepare enough concrete to keep six- 
teen or twenty men busy with wheelbarrows 
carting it off, there was no room for more than 
four men to feed each ot them. This limitation 
of the work of producing the concrete was keep- 

back very seriously the advancement of the 
cable-laying, and Superintendeut Holmes and 
Mr. William Phoenix began over a week ago to 
pes their heads together in search of a remedy. 

Yesterday afterr.oon saw the complete triumph 
they have achieved in that time over the ob- 
stacle. The main instrument now used in feed- 
ing the mixers is what is known as the hollow 
shaft, wrought-iron conveyer, an applica- 
tion of the screw to the purposes 
of transporting material from one place to an- 
other. In a long narrow box of about a foot 
square and ninety-six feet in length, is placed 
the screw, whose revolving carries the fine stone 
towards its destination. At different points 
along the box laborers shovel in the stone. 
This is finally caught in an elevator, which 
dumps it into the mixer. As soon as it becomes 
concrete it is taken up by another conveyer, 
whose exit is supplied with a movable spout, 
by which means the waiting wheelbarrows are 
filled with great rapidity, and the work of con- 
— — cuble-bed goes on at a delightfally 
ra rate.

CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 


Senator Dawes Writes a Third Letter 
on This Subject-He Believes the 
Pendieton Bill Would Be Sufficient 
if Backed by Popular Sentiment.

Boston, Mass., Aug. 15.—Senator Dawes has 
written a third letter on Civil-Service reform 
which is ratheran answer to his critics anda 
criticism of the Pendleton bill than a discussion 
of new features. He complains that the theo- 
retical reformer is impatient and dogmatic, and 
not at all disposed to listen to,the suggestions of 
men who have had experience. He does not be- 
lieve that the reform can be secured by any law 
which is not backed by popular sentiment, and 
consequently that efforts at the present time 
should be devoted to creating such « sentiment. 

He also calls attention to the existing law 

which has been on the statute-book ten 

years, which authorizes the President to pre- 
scribe such regulations for the admission of per- 
sons into the Civil Service of the United States 
as may best promote the efficiency thereof and 
ascertain the fitness of each candidate. Mr. 

Dawes expresses the opinion that no further 

statute is needed to secure competitive exami- 

nations if the President ana heads of depart- 
ments have the “belief and courage” to carry 
out the provisions of the present iaw. He be- 
lieves that the main features of the 
so-called Pendleton bill are excellent, and 
would be of incalculable value if backed 
by an ive ular ntiment. “Th

THE CANAL SIDE. 

Judge Glover, President of the Board of Canal 
Commissioners, was seen by a reporter again 
yesterday, and in the course of the conVersation 
which followed restated the position of the 
Commission towards the city authorities, in view 
of the way the erection of the pumping-works 
bas dragged along and the authority granted the 
Commissioners to turn the waters of the Des- 
planes River and Lane's Lake into the canal 
unless the city dves something by Sept. 1. 

In the event of the Mayor continuing to do 
nothing,’’ said the Judge, the law allows the 
Commissioners no discretion, and unless the 
city authorities give ‘evidence of a disposition 
to construct the pumping-works immediately, 
that will be done. There is much of the work 
that can be done now, and I know of no reason 
why the city authorities neglect to do it.“ 

What is the nature of the work that can be 
done now?” 

“A guard-lock can be sunk and materiai for 
the construction of the works can be put on the 
grounds.“ 

“How long will it take to construct the 
works!“

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GEORGIA ARTESIAN WELLS. 


Pure, Healthy Water in a Rich, Un- 


healthy Country—Highly Important 
Discovery—The Cooling Draught Be- 


low the Limestene Formation of 


South west Gcorgia—Its History. 
Atlanta Conatitution, Aug. 11. 

For some years Mr. John P. Fort, of Macon, 
has been a large planter im Southwest Georgia. 
Resolute, “observant, and self-reliant, he has 
made a discovery, however, that in our opinion 
instantly doubles the value of every piece of 
land in a territory covering probably one- 
fourth of the State— v.: that artesian wells may 
be successfully sunk in the rotten-limestone 
belt of this State. As we looked at the modest, 
quiet man who had done this, and reflected in 
the face of what opposition and discourage- 
ments he had worked, we wondered what had 
kept him at it, and asked bim to explain. He 
said: 

“ When I saw how there was an absolute ne- 
cessity for ve water in that whole section of 
country, I t that in the 8 compen-

— — country is very heavy. On Hickory 

Level, a place of 2,200 acres I bought from Lee 
Jordan, out of 115 people twenty-three died in 
one year, and the next year twenty-four died 
on place.

I 
made the trial and | succeeded. At the depth 
of 530 feet I secured a supply of about six to 
eight gallons a minute of the purest and best 
water lever drank. lu the Klass it is so crystal 
that the giass appears to de empty. It is cool 
and sparking, registering 69 degrees. It bulges 
up about ten feet above the level of the earth, 
and is looked on by the colored peope round- 
about as a sort ot miracle.“ 

To understand thoroughly the theory of these 
artesian wells, we must look at the geo- 
logical history of the State. In the old 
days line of the ocean ran along 
through Macon, Augusta, and Columbus. 
Above these points was the granit formation, 
rising higher above the water until about 
where Atlanta now stands, was 500 feet higher. 
These bigh granitic slopes were the fresh-water 
sbeds. Under the accumulation of shelis, weeds, 
and . Ravine 5 aébris of the sea, gomg on for 
ages, the ocean graduall receded until its line 
was established by the ut coast. Of course 
all the territory it had left was covered with 
marine dfif , orshelis, or what was called 
the tertiar ormation. is is the limestone 
couutry. In the meantime the streams of fresh 
water running down from the higber sheds were 
imprisoned beneath this stratum of shelis and 
weeds that had become several hundred feet 
thick. This limestone bed became filled = 
streams, springs, and sinks of its own, 
speed in and out through the decayed — es and 
vegetation, and was almost literally 
course if the fresh water beneath this — 
were afforded an outlet it would spring to 
surface, secking the level of the lofty slopes 
from which it started. The only danger wan. 
that these pure streams struggiing upwards to 
find the level of their source had become lost in 
the decaying quarry of animal and vegetable 
matter above them 

Mr. Fort's theory —and in this he was backed 
by Mr. I. C. Plant, of Macon, alone—was that 
between the fresh-water streams and the lime- 
stone beds was a strip of blue mari—that being 
itm ous to water would hold them separate. 
This mari is a bluish mud, very tenacious, in- 
soluble, and tasceless. if, as Mr. Fort hbelid, 
there was a strip of this water- prose — * 
these subterranean streams, bo „ 
pure as when they came from the veins oy the 
granitic rocks of North Georgia, the problem 
was solved, provided he could dig through them. 

The work was commenced with a determina- 
tion to push it as far as possible. We need not 
explain the method of boring an artesian well, 
éxcept to say that an auger, put in a hollow tube 
of one and one-haif inches width, is put in an 
iron pipe of three inches. The auger — into 
the dirt, and a stream of water toroced n the 
tube that follows it rushes into the three-inca 
pipe surrounding it, and, seeking its level, 

prings up the three- inch pipe carrying all 
dirt and débris with it. As fast as a twenty-foot 
length of pipe is thus sunk, another p is 
joined on, and the work proceeds. 

Mr. Fort found, after going about five feet, 
that hu struck the rotten limestone formation. 
This continued tor about 150 feet. From the 
depth of eighty to 150 feet the auger crossed a 
great may powerful streams that carried away 
the dirt loosened by the digging. As the work- 
men said. There is an old man down there with 
a wheelbarrow moving the dirt.“ These streams 
were apparently very swift and bold. They 
varied from a half foot to two feet in.depth. 
Through ali this limestone stratum were found 
shells and shark's teeth, and the auger doupbt- 
less went through the bones of sea monsters and 
mastodons. <At the depth of 150 feet the soil 
changed, and the pipe brought up coarse sand, 
fine and whitish. known to the geologist as 

reen-sand formation. The beit, which is 200 

eet through, offered little pe except that 
it had the clasping qualities ot quicksand, and it 
was difficult to move the pipes about in it.

This was what Mr. Fort had expected, and he

ains. After digging about 120 feet, the drill had 
worked its inquiring way through the blue 
marks and struck very coarse gravei that bore 
every sign of having come from near heavy 
yeins of water. After digging twenty feet fur- 
ther sand rock holding water was struck. and the 
water filling in the pipe came to within a few 
feet of the earth. f course expectation was

A TRIP TO THE CITY OF BRICK. 

The special parlor car of George M. Pullman 
pulled out from Van Buren street yesterday 
afternoon bound for the thriving village which 
bears his name. It contained the following 
party: George M. Pullman, Sir John Mobray, M. 
P., England, Lady Mobray and daughter, Col. H. 
W. Jackson, Gen. Anson Stager, J. W. Doane, 
W. A. Lincoln. J. H. Smith, L. M. Johnson, Mrs. 
Alice F. Sanger, and Mrs. W. A. Lincoln. The 
train sped by the little suburban towns between 
the city and its destination with never a stop. 
Half an hour’s ride brought the party within 
view of the buildings of Pullman. 
They were met at the depot by Messrs. J. H. F. 
Wiers, manager of the works, S. S. Beman, the 
architect of the establishmeni, N. F. Barrett, 
the landscape architect, and D. Doty, one of the 
superintendents, and piloted over the wonder- 
ful city and shown the many poiuts of interest. 

THE VISITORS 

naturally found much to admire in the offices 
and headquarters of the works, which 
employ nearly 4,000 men, the 12 
averaging $175,000 per month. his im- 
mense sum of money is distributed to the 
ewployés, one- half every two weeks, and repre- 
seuts the living of 20,000 people. The party 
passed from the oflices to the construction de- 
partment and observed the process by which the 
celebrated palace cars are made. The great 
Corliss engine, of course, attracted much atten- 
tion, and tne visitors were not backward in ex- 
pressing their admiration of it, and, in fact, of 
everything they saw.

STILL GOING UP. 


The party visited the brick-works, where all 
the brick used in the construction of Pullman 
are manufacttred.

All 
the bricklayers that can be obtained are em- 
ployed on the houses which are being erected on 
all sides, and they make from $3.30 to $4.50 per 
day. The two commons employed at Pullman 
haul from 125 to 150 car-loads of material into 
the place each day. The hotel, when completed. 
will be a strkingly handsome building. It is 
situated to the south of the main building, and 
will furnish accommodations for 100 people. The 
Arcade,“ a building which at present has not 
progressed above its second story, will contain 
some seventeen stores, an opera- house. a library 
room which will contain several thousand vol- 
umes, a gymnasium, anda museum. The Pull- 
man Asseciation, contrary to all reports, will 
not attempt to run the stores, but will lease 
them to individuals, to manage after their own 
ideas, subject to certain restrictions, 

The houses, which are remarkably neat affairs, 
were inspected, and proved to bea source of 
great interest to all. visitors were unstint- 
ed in their praises of the wonderful City of Pull- 
man, and euch and every one said t it far 
surpassed their previous conceptions. 


A FIFTY-YEAR LEASE. 
GEORGE H. TAYLOR & Co. s NEW BUILDING. 

THe TRIBUNE chronicied Sunday what is prob- 
ably the bixxest lease ever made in this city,— 
that ofthe lot on Monroe street just east of 
Rand, McNally & Co.’s buiiding, from John Bor- 
den to George H. Taylor & Co., the weil-known 
wholesale paper-dealers.

BIG BRAVES 


ON THEIR WAY TO WASHINGTON. 

There passed through the city yesterday, on 
their way to Washington, a delegation of Indian 
Chiefs in charge of Col. Arthur Edwards, ot the 
Yankton Agency. The party numbered nine- 
teen, and was made up of the following braves: 
Red-Cioud, Young-Man-Afraid-of- His- Horses, 
and Capt. Seward, of the Blue Ridge Agency; 
Capt. Alexander Payer, Mitcbell St. Cyr, and 
Whiute-Lreast, of the Winnebago Ageucy; Henry 
Fontenelle, E-be-homba, and Ten-Crows, Oma- 
has, stationed at the Winnebagu Agency; White- 
Thunder, Cook-and-Milk, of the Rosebud 
Agency; White-Ghost, Wizze, and Bufalo- 
Shirt, of the Crow Creek Agency, and Standing- 
Bear, Bird's-Head, and Buffalo-Chip, of the 
Poncas. 

Col. Edwards, whois accompanied by the Rev. 
Mr. Williamson, of the Yankton Agency, is an 
uncle of Dr. Arthur Edwards, of this city, who 
was named for him. In his company a TRIBUNE 
reporter during the afternoon visited the car 
on the Baitimore & Ohio Railroad occupied by 
the east-bound braves, all of whom had just 
come from dinner at the Burdick restaurant, 
and looked comfortable and happy in the store 
suits and dusters which they donned before 
starting for the centre of American civilization. 
They were in the full of the enjoyment of the 
novel experiences provided by the journey, and 
a merry conversation went on,evoking laugitter 
quite at variance with the generally accepted 
idea of aboriginal stoicism. 

The most important of the Chiefs was Red- 
Cloud, of the Biue Ridge Agency, a 
warrior whose name was a terror upon 
the frontier thirteen years ago, but whom 
Government rations, advancing age, and 
a long period of paid laziness have combined to 
bring down to something like an appreciation 
of the comforts of a civilized and peaceful exist- 
ence. A peculiar interest settled upon White- 
Thunder. of the Rosebud Agency, from the fact 
that he is the successor of Spotted-Tail, who was 
shot and killed a few days ago while he wus 
making preparations to accompany the delegu- 
tion to Wasbington. White Thunder is a hand- 
some six-footerof about 45 years of age, witha 
massive head and face, ciear-cut aquiline feat- 
ures, and a smile, when the conversation takes 
a pleasant turn, that illuminates bis whole be- 
ing. He has the character of being a decidedly 
progressive Indian, with a full appreciation of the 
advantages of civilization, and a belief that his 
brethren might as wel: as not enjoy them, in 
which respect he is a decided improvement upon 
his predecessor, who, with Red-Cloud, was a de- 
cidedly conservative Indian and most arrogant 
in pushing the very wild claims of his very wild

THE WEST PARKS. 
THE BOULEVARD AND OTHER IMPROVEMENTS. 

A meeting of the West Park Board was held 
yesterday afternoon. = 

The Committee on Improvements reported on 
the matter of securing the right of way for 
Humboldt boulevard through the Suow estate 
that the excess of damages over benefits in the 
condemnation proceedings of 1870, amounting to 
$1,064, be tendered and paid over to the owners, 
which, if they shall accept, will complete the 
title for the boule to the North Branch. 
The report was adopted, and the Secretary in- 
structed to draw a warrant for the amount and 
band it to the attorney of the Board, to be tend- 
ered to the owner of the property. 

The improvement Committee reported that, in 
the matter of making plans and specifications 
for the improvement of Humboldt boulevard, 
they were informed by the engineer that no ad- 
equate survey has yet been made on which to 
base such plans, specifications, and estimates, 
and that he will not have time to make such 
survey until after the improvement ordered in 
the several parks are completed. He said it 
would require twenty days to make such survey. 
The report was referred to Commissioner 
Woodard. 

A petition was received from several proper- 
ty-owners on Washington street, between Lin- 
coin and Robey, asking that the gradeof that 
block remain the sawe as it is at preseut. The 
improvement contemplates a raise of six inches, 
which, it is claimed, will materially damage the 
property on ea side of the street. The houses 
were built on what was then suptosed to be the 
pene grade. The petition was referred to the 

Jomroittee on the Improvement of West Wash- 
ington street. 

A numberof property-owners on West Wash- 
ington street appeared before the Board to pro- 
test against the present method ef laying the 
limestone foundations and the size of the stones. 
They thought a more uniform size of the blocks 
would be better, and instead of bemg dumped in 
one place from the carts should be gradually 
spread over the street, so as to prevent any un- 
due elevations. 

After discussing the matter for some time the 
Board expressed itseif as being glad to receive 
guy gestions from property-owners on the street, 
and would take those presented under consider- 
ation. 

A resolution was offered by Commissioner 
Carter that inasmuch as the materials for the 
improvement of West Washington street are to 
be measured after they are placed in the com- 
pleted work the engineer be directed to cross- 
seetion the street on the earth after it has been 
properly graded, and again on the completed 
surface, in order to determine with accuracy 
the quantities. 

The resoluuon was passed. 

Commissioner Rahifs offered a resolution to 
appropriate $2,000 for the improvement of the 
Augusta street and North avenue entrances to 
Humboldt Park. 

Commissioner Carter was opposed to any such 
appropriation. He did not believe Humboidt 
Park was entitled to any more money than it 
had had already. 

The matter was laid over till the next meeting, 
and the engineer directed to submit estimates 
of the cost of the projected improvements. 

Mr. Burke, who has a contract for building 
drains on Washington street, to complete 
the work in thirty days, provided the Board 
would advance bim the money therefor, so that 
be would not have to wait until the assessment 
was collected. is the Board agreed to do, 
Mr. Burke to surrender bis vouchers, and allow 
a reduction of 5 per cent for interest. The 
amount called for is about 61.000. 


VITAL STATISTICS. 
THE DEATHS IN JULY. 

The report of Dr. Gleason, the Registrar of 
Vital Statistics, shows that there were 381 deaths 
in the city last week, against 527 the week previ- 
ous. For the same period in 1880 there were 222 
deaths, and 223 in 1879.. Of the decedents, 248 
were children under 5 years of age, and the rate 
was equivalent to 36.69 annually to each 1,000 of 
our population. The following were the prin- 
cipal causes ot death: Accidents, 10; bronchitis, 
5; infantile convulsions, 15; cholera infantum, 
83; cholera morbus, 3; congestion of the brain, 
3; croup, 2: diphtheria, 14; diarrhea, 20; delir- 
jum tremens, 1; enteritis, 12; enterocolitis, 
13; scarlet. fever, 5; typhoid fever, 
21; cerebro-spinal fever, 4; remittent fever, 2; 
typho-malarial fever, 1; puerperal fever, 1; 
gastricis, 4; gastro-enteritis, 15; bydrophobia, 1; 
meningitis, 13; manslaughter, 1; measies, 5; 
consumption, 15; pneumonia, 15; sunstroke, 4; 
small-pox, 23; suicide, 1; whvoping-cough, 6. 

The percentage of deaths from typhoid fever, 
diphtheria, and small-pox was very large, while 
all classes got zymotie diseases show an unusu- 
al prevalence. People may talk and officials 
may explain, but some portions of the city—in 
the alleys especially—-need a most careful and 
rigid sanitary overhauling. The streets, too, iu 
the densely populated of the city were 
never so neglected as they have been this year. 
They are a disgrace andabomination. The con- 
tract was awarded for the work to the 
lowest ros pousible bidder, who was 
Carston Blohm. He 18 backed by 
Furmer“ Harms, whose niggardiiness and ig- 
norance of the business have greatly retarded 
the work. The bond bappens to be a good one, 
and the bondsmen should be made to under- 
stand their liability in the matter. It is true 
that the contractor only gets paid for the nuin- 
ber of miles he cleans, and is carefully watched 
by Mr. 1 of the Department of Public 
Works. Mr. Hickey is an old employé of the 
city, but, whenever he is spoken to in regard to 
the street-contractor’s shortcomings, he always 
finds some excuse for him. Taik is cheap and 
excuses are plenty, but the fact remains 
that our streets should be cleaned 
at least twice a week are not cleaned 
on an average once a month, and that the 
death-rate this summer in Chicago bas never 
bad its equal here, and is unparalleled by any 
city in the West. There is no good reason why 
this sbould be so, and it ought to teach the 
authorities a lesson that will prove of benefit to 
the city another year.

LAKE VIEW.

Stocks were dull and depressed. The news 
was bad from Wasbington and Saratoga. Specu- 
lation fluctuated both on the Board of Trade 
and the New York Stock Exchange-with the 
varying bulletins from the President, and there 
was more nervousness about the President's 
condition than there has been for many days. 

Gould is using all his influence with Vander- 
bilt to settle the railroad war, but as yet with no 
appardnt success. Wali street was agitated by 
selling orders from Saratoga, which, in view of 
the lightness of transacuons, could not ha ve 
been very heavy. 

Jitinois Central lod a slight downward move- 
ment in the corn-carrying roads. Accounts 
all agree that the prospects of railroad business 
from corn are very poor. But a ‘commissioner 
who is traveling tgrough the corn country fora 
Chicago bouse reports that in some places he 
finds the farmers have two years’ crops on band. 
High prices for corn will bring ali this stuff to 
market, and the immediate result may be un in- 
creased business for the railroads. 

The Gould stocks were weak all day.

He pointed out the expanded condi- 
uon of our banking and commercial interests, 
and said that the country was ripe for a panic, 
and one might come at any time. 
In the same year Mr. Bowen, of the t im- 

wrting house of Broadway, Bowen. McNamee 
6 ., was the financial editor of the New York 
independent. in May, 1857, Mr. Bowen published 
his celebrated “ Twelve reasons why there will 
not be a panic.” These reasons were regard- 
ed so important at the time that they were re- 

ted in the succeed sumber of Mr. 

zeecher's paper, and ** as the head of the 
editorial columos. ber the banking- 
house of John A. X 2 Sons and the im- 

orting-house of Bowen, McNamee & Co. were 
— the long list of insolvents of New York. 
Thompson's bank was the correspondent for a 
very larzwe number of country banks. and with 
all of bis eagacity he did not get out from under 
the load in time, E. M. C. 

In discussing Mr. Thompson's paper. the Fi- 
nancial Chronicle says:
